The Bombers 


As one stands before Nelson’s 
famed pigeon-fouled column at 
London’s Trafalgar Square, with 


the huge, placid 
lions guarding it, 
one thinks of 
battleships. 

From the days 
of the great ad- 
miral’s victory 
over the Spanish 
and French 
fleets in 1805, 
until the Battle 
of Jutland in the 
first world war, the battleship 
was queen of the seas... and 
Nelson’s tactics were its gospel. 

By the time the second world 
war flamed ‘round the globe the 
battleship was so vulnerable as 
to be timid. They had the fire 
power, but submarines from be- 
neath the seas and torpedo bomb- 
ers from above took a ghastly 
toll of the big, wallowing battle- 
wagons. 

The carriers and the big bomb- 
ers demonstrated that they were 
the battleships of their day. And 
now, just a few short years after 
1945 and the war’s end, the car- 
riers and bombers occupy a dis- 
puted status. 

This may well be the sunset of 
the great jet bombers. But the 
sun is by no means set. It will 
go down slowly, requiring per- 
haps two or three years. And the 
newest development in the sky 
is the supersonic bomber, smaller 
than the huge jet craft, and able 
to go at twice the speed of sound. 
They may stay around for a good 
many years to come. For that 
matter, so may the carrier. The 
new ones are very fast and, in a 
great wide sea can be awfully 
hard to find. But for the time be- 
ing, at least, they and the big 
jets, plus the still unknown super- 
sonic bomber, are very much in 
the picture. They are the battle- 
ships of this early period of the 
last half of the 20th Century. 


Operational Use 


Missiles are, on the basis of the 
best information and speculation, 
some two or three years away 
in so far as effective operational 
deployment is concerned. 

It is this point which makes 
the recent NATO meeting and 
Secretary Dulles’ policy look more 
and more empty and the need for 
a new approach imperative. Presi- 


dent Eisenhower saved the NATO) 


session from collapse. The mem- 
ber nations did vote to entertain 
requests to place missile bases 
on their soil when, and if, the 
NATO command asked them. But 
only Great Britain has so voted, 
and that by the narrowest of 
margins. 

European diplomats keep ask- 
ing why, if our intermediate mis- 
siles will not be ready for 18 
months, is there not every rea- 
son to explore the present mood 
of the Soviets. It is, without 
question, true that Europe i 
nervous and edgy. It knows very 
well that only the military power 
of the United States has prevent- 
ed a Soviet veto on all Europe 
proposes and, quite possibly, the 
downfall of several governments 
and the establishment of replace- 
ments ‘‘cooperative’’ with 
USSR. 

It also is true, as the nervous 
European nations say, that such 
a base would be well known and 
well identified by Soviet missile 
experts. Such bases cannot be 
kept secret. 

This, too, is true.

Playing for Time 

But it is very likely we are 
playing for time. We do keep 
atomic-armed aircraft in the air 
each day and night. They fly 
from various bases. It is not 
possible .to destroy all of them 
on the ground by sneak attack. 

We are trying to catch up with 
the Russians in submarines. It 
is no secret we are well ahead 
of them in the dramatic field of 
atomic submarines. They pos- 
sess almost unlimited range. We 
are expanding and varying our 
subs. 

The British, having granted us 
bases, suggest that such subma- 
rines are much more practical 
intermediate missile bases than 
are those fixed on earth. And 
that, too, has great logic. We 
are well aware of this and, with- 
out question, it figures in our 
plans. 

But what we want to do is slow 


down, or reduce, the arms race 
which takes more and more of 
The 
Soviets, having sacrificed a liv- 
ing standard, are in a stronger 
position. They also control their 
money, which is helpful to them. 

So, even though we know, and 
do not trust the Soviets, we need 
a policy of diplomatic approach— 
and an end to the rigid Dulles 
position of no talks. The chang-

Votes New Ceiling 
Of $280 Billion 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 We 
With the government scraping the 
bottom of its cash box, Congress 
moved swiftly today to raise the 
national debt limit from 275 to 280 
billion dollars. 

Less than four hours after Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Anderson 


balances running ‘“‘distressingly 
low,”’ the House Ways and Means 
Committee approved a bill in- 
creasing the debt ceiling by 5 
billion dollars until June 30, 1959. 


3 AGAINST 


The measure was sent to the 
House by a 20-3 committee vote, 
with two Republicans and one 
Democrat voting no. The dissent- 
ers were reported to be Repre- 
sentatives Harrison (D-Va), 
Byrnes (R-Wis) and Mason (R-Ill). 

Before the final vote, ‘a move to 
hold the increase to 3 billion dol- 
lars was shouted down. This pro- 
posal was sponsored by Byrnes.. 

The bill is scheduled for House 
vote Tuesday. If passed, it will 
go to the Senate, where Chairman 
Byrd (D-Va) of the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee has scheduled a 
hearing Jan. 27. 


BORROWING POWER 


Treasury officials said the 
measure would give them needed 
flexibility in meeting the gov- 
ernment’s financial requirements. 
They said the added borrowing 
power was necessary primarily to 
provide cash for the government’s 
day-to-day bills in periods of slack 
tax recepits, and to allow for 
more economical refinancing of 
maturing obligations.

In 1955-56 the debt limit was 
upped temporarily to 281 billion, 
and in 1956-57 to 278 billion. 


HIGHEST POINT 


The debt limitation reached its 
highest point during World War II 
at 300 billion dollars. In June 
1946 it was reduced to its present 
figure of 275 billion dollars.

As Venezuelan ‘Hotbed’

Secret Visit to Poland 
Is Made by Khrushchev - 


MOSCOW, Jan. 17 (#—Nikita S. Khrushchev paid 
a secret three-day visit to Poland during a “vacation” 
this week and conferred with Polish party and govern- 
ment leaders, it was announced today. 


It was the Soviet party chief's 
first visit to the country since 
the October, 1956, upheaval which 
installed Wladyslaw Gomulka in 
power in Warsaw as Polish party 
leader. 

Observers said it was likely that 
Russia now was willing to in- 
crease economic aid to Poland, 
particularly since Poland now has 
formally endorsed the view that 
Russia is head of the Communist 
bloc. 


TASS REPORT 


Tass news agency dispatch said 
Khrushchev took advantage of a 
vacation trip to the border to see 
Gofhulka and Polish Premier Jo- 
sef Cyrankiewicz. Exact site of 
their meeting was not disclosed. 
Tass said the talks were conduct- 
ed in a “cordial and friendly at- 
mosphere.”’ 

Sources said Khrushchev was 
due back at the Kremlin next 
Monday. 

(In Warsaw, there was no an- 
nouncement of the talks. It was 
believed the meetings took place 
in a rural area near the Soviet 
border. ) 

The meetings apparently were a 
follow-up to the conference of the 
Communist parties of 12 nations 
in Moscow last November during 
the celebration of the 40th anni- 
versary of the Bolshevik revolu- 
tion.

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DeKalb Schools Reject 
An Enforced Mediocrity 


The “beefed-up” curriculum in mathe- 
matics, science and fine arts which has 
been adopted by the DeKalb County 
Board of Education is an experiment to- 
ward an. adequate. education program 
which should be watched with interest and 
profit by the whole state. 

While it is merely a further 
mentation of the prolonged study of the 
DeKalb system by Supt. Jim Cherry and 
scores of educators and hundreds of par- 
ents, it serves to answer some of the worst 


imple- 


criticisms of our présent high school 
program in Georgia. As Mr. Cherry 
puts it: 


-“Mediocrity must not become a vir- 
tue. Watered-down courses and a com- 
mog denominator for measuring pupil 
progress must be rejected. Opportunity 
for each pupil to progress must be main- 
tained against the steady encroachment 
of averages and -standardized classroom 
praqcedures.” 

The DeKalb move thus dares to get 
away from pupil choice as a measure of 
the curriculum and to substitute some 
requirements of fundamental education 
and discipline. High school students must 
- take five years of English, literature and 


\ 


rhetoric; five years of mathematics, five 
years of science, three years of history, 
five years of foreign languages, four years 
of vocational training, three years of his- 
tory, government and civics, one year 
economics, etc. 

Allowance, too, will be made for the 
exceptional student who can take more 
work than others. He will be able to com- 
plete requirements for college in 11 years 
instead of 12. This will speed up the time 
element in getting brighter students into 
college. It recognizes the individual dif- 
ferences between children. 

It’s time the picture was brought back 
into focus with parents and educators do- 
ing a little more soul-searching such as 
has been done in DeKalb. It could produce 
better education with considerable econ- 
omy in funds. 
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Rep. Gowen’s Port Idea 


Sounds Quite Practical 


Rep. Charles Gowen has come up 
with a practical suggestion which might 
end the controversy about whether to 

spend $3,750,000 to acquire certain Cen- 
tral of Georgia property at the Savannah 
docks. 

Why doesn’t the state exercise its right 
of eminent domain in getting the prop- 
erty, Mr. Gowen asks, “if a fair price for 
it cannot be negotiated?” 

And why not? This method has been 
used in other instances in which the'state 
found itself in a position of needing prop- 
erty for which a fair market value could 
not be negotiated. Gov. Griffin has sug- 
gested such a method for acquiring Stone 
Mountain, the price of which has about 
doubled in the last three years. 

In view of all the questions which 
have been raised about the Savannah 
ports property, the legislative committee 
which is investigating the purchase should 
determine just what is needed for port 
expansion. In other words, would it be 
more feasible to concentrate expansion 
in the Whitehall Plantation than to pur- 
chase the Central’s entire facilities? 

This newspaper is on record as favor- 
ing expanding the Savannah port to per- 
mit an expansion of traffic there. But we 
agree with Rep. Gowen that the state 
should use the right of eminent domain 
“to secure Whitehall Plantation and any 
additional property that Georgia Ports 
Authority deems necessary for improve- 
ments there if the owners aren't willing 
to sell at a reasonable price.”

WASHINGTON—The congressional prospects 
for the President’s ‘“‘security and peace’ program 
look better than they are. The administration will 


get all it wants—and more—for weapons. The administration, as things 
now look, will get far less than it wants to wage the peace. You can 
argue that Eisenhower is not putting defense spending high enough. 


What will worry many people is 
Congress already is showing itself 
in a mood to give “‘peace”’ spend- 
ing the back of its hand. 


There is ominous evidence that 
the administration’s measures to 
counter the dangerous economic 
and political offensive of the So- 
viets will fare badly on the Hill— 
or worse. 


Money for missiles and anti- 
missiles and anti-missile missiles 
will be shouted through with ease. 

But the signs are gathering that 
Congress can hardly wait to put the 
meat cleaver to the President's 
requests for an adequate econom- 
ic-aid program, for a five-year 
extension of the Reciprocal Trade 
Act to give incentive to expand- 
ing trade, and to an information 
program to begin to match what 
we are up against. 

It is better that this situation 
should come frankly to the fore 
now when something can be 
done about it than to close our 
eyes in a state of missile-happi- 
ness and have it come into the 
open three months hence when 
little can be done.

The Democrats are already 
calling the President a piker for 
not upping military spending still 
higher, but they are not saying 
one word about meeting Moscow's 
massive economic offensive. 

After slaughtering its budget 
last year, will Congress put the 
U. S. information program back 
into business effectively? It is 
doubtful. 

What isn't doubtful is that the 
President faces a hard, uphill 
fight to get Congress to nourish 
the sinews of his peace program. 


ciprocal Trade Agreements Bill that will touch off perhaps the sharp- 
est controversy of the present session of Congress. 


In a period of recession when 
producers are feeling the pincn 
it is always hard to resist the 
pressure for higher tariffs. In 
1930 -the notorious Smoot-Hawley 
Bill put the barriers up higher 
than ever before despite the warn- 
ing of the nation’s leading econo- 
mists that this would deepen the 
depression already gathering mo- 
mentum all over the world. It had 
precisely that effect. 

The administration wants Con- 
gress to extend the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreement Act for five 
years. The new chairman of 
Ways and Means, solid, 
knowledgeable Rep. Wilbur D. 
Mills of Arkansas, who is for the 
program, says frankly that it will 
be hard to get an extension of 
more than two or three years. He 
is also introducing a bill embody- 
ing the administration proposal. 

While the pressure is possibly 
not as great as it was in 1930, the 
opposition is now on a broader 
front. In that earlier time, when 
orthodox Republicans _ believed 
that higher tariffs would help to 
cure the depression, the Demo- 
crats were almost all free traders. 

Today large sections of the 
Democratic Party have gone pro- 
tectionist. Although Japanese tex- 
tiles coming into this country are 
minute in volume, the South, with 
its newly acquired textile indus- 
try currently feeling the reces- 
sion, wants higher tariffs. This is 
a radical reversal that has taken 
place in the past 25 years. 

The Southwest wants to keep

out imported oil and that takes 
in another segment of the party. 
Western Democrats are all for 
protecting the mining interests. 
When these elements are added to 
the old-line protectionists in the 
Republican Party such as Rep. 
Richa:d Simpson of Pennsylvania 
and other ranking Republicans on 
Ways and Means, the outlook is 
dark. 

Just as the Smoot-Hawley tariff 
gave a push to the downward 
spiral of the depression, with the 
most appalling economic and po- 
litical consequences, so today any 
tightening of the tariff screws 
will spread the losses. Rubber 
workers who lose their jobs in 
Malaye and miners thrown out 
of work in Mexico will blame the 
United States for their troubles 
and the Communists will be only 
too willing to encourage this view. 

As Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon pointed out recently, 4,- 
500,000 American jobs are direct- 
ly attributable to the export 
trade. 

The United States last year 
sold about 20 billion dollars in 
goods te other countries while 
buying only $13,500,000,000 in for- 
eign goods. Without any consid- 
eration of the vital need for 
American leadership in the 
economic as well as the political 
field, that is a measure of the 
advantage of lower tariffs to this 


country,

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Closing the Shop 


TUSCALOOSA, Ala., Jan. 17—Southeastern Con- 
ference officials zipped brief cases Friday at noon and 
closed their annual meeting a day ahead of schedule. 
Harry Truman would have termed the 25th convention 
a “do-nothing session.” 

After several hours of verbal sparring, only one major altera- 
tion in the rules was made. Minor sports, forgotten stepchildren 
on the college campuses, got a shot in the arm when the contro- 
a eee versial 140 rule was changed. 

The conference adopted a proposal 
made by athletic director Jim Corbett 
. of LSU, in preference to similar plans 
| submitted by Tech and Florida. Hither- 
- to a maximum number of 140 scholar- 
_ ships were allowed for all sports. Now 
- football and basketball may dole out 
== 140 grants. No restriction is placed on 

f the number of scholarships allowed for 
~ minor sports. 

E In other words, a college may 
~. give track, baseball, golf, swimming 

- and other sports full or partial aid 
without cutting into the football and 
basketball program, And, of course, 
this means that more grants will be 
available for the two major sports. 
The measure passed by a 7-5 vote. 
“I favored the rule,” said Tech’s 
Outlar Bobby Dodd. ‘‘It will enable us to give 
more support to minor sports. It will also help some in football.’’ 

Coaches Wallace Butts of Georgia and Ralph Jordan of Auburn 
shared the same sentiment. 

“It’s a good thing for the minor sports program,” Butts said. 
“However, some of us will still be handicapped by financial limi- 
tations. Being able to split the scholarships will help.’’ 

“Auburn was for the rule,” Jordan said. ‘“‘We’ve always been 
interested in sports other than football and basketball, and this 
will give us an opportunity to do more for them.” 

Ironically, much of the wrangling among the football coaches 
centered on basketball. Dodd opened fire on the weird system now 
employed to determine a champion, but missed his goal. 


—No Change in Mystifying Cage Schedule 


Tennessee and Vandy joined Tech in a futile attempt to cut the 
number of championship games to 11. Under the present setup 
there are three divisions, and those three schools are paired with 
Kentucky. Now playing Kentucky once a year is enough, but Tech, 
Tennessee and Vandy must tangle with the Wildcats in two official 
games. 

As Dodd noted, it’s like forcing an American League base- 
hall team to play the Yankees five extra games a season. Stressing 

his point further, Dodd pointed out that Georgia, of course, is 
Tech’s natural rival. The Jackets play the Bulldogs three games 
this season, but the schools are in different divisions. Thus, only 
ene of the three encounters is registered in the final standings. 

After much ado about something the conference tabled the pro- 
posal. The oft-discussed basketball tournament, abandoned a few 
years ago, got the same treatment. A logical plan to invite the first 
eight teams in the official standings to a tournament was bounced 
around. Major objection to the tourney is annually voiced by peren- 
nial champion Kentucky. The Wildcats look on a tournament as 
something of a Shaughnessy playoff. 

“Why should a team have to win the title twice?’”’ Adolph Rupp 
argues. “Do you want a second division team representing the con- 
ference in the NCAA meet?” 

The conference obviously doesn't. 

The football round robin schedule, supposed to go into effect 
in 1960, wasn’t discussed on the floor. However, Tech, Tennessee 
and LSU lit a fuse which may explode in the future. 

Dodd, Gen. Bob Neyland and Corbett huddled throughout the 
meeting, but they had nothing to say for publication. The three 
schools are bitterly opposed to the round robin, and it will be in- 
teresting to see if they eventually block the proposed schedule. 

Though it has nothing to do with the round robin, Ole Miss is 
still shopping for another conference game. The Rebs need another 
league game to qualify for the title, but no one seems interested in 
taking on the Sugar Bowl champs. Therefore, commissioner Bernie 
Moore probably will stamp an outside foe as a league game. “If 
no conference team will play Ole Miss I’m going to recommend 
they play Carson Newman and call it a league game,’’ Moore 
quipped. 


—QOpposition to Home Games on the Road 


Speaking of schedules, several members expressed resentment 
of schools playing home basketball games on the road. For exam- 
ple, Georgia is playing Kentucky in Atlanta, and Auburn battles 
the Wildeats in Birmingham. Rivals complain that they shouldn’t 
be forced to visit homesites unless the Wildcats do. Incidentally, 
Georgia, Auburn, Ole Miss and Alabama were ruled out as hosts, 
if and when the tourney is resumed. The other eight members have 
cage palaces more suitable for such competition. 

No session is considered official these days unless a discus- 
sion on TV is conducted. And, of course, the SEC looked into the 
picture tube. The NCAA bypassed the conference last season, but 
you’re likely to see at least one SEC bout on the “Game of the 
Day” this year. 

Wordage of the by-laws governing TV was changed, but the 
rules are the same. Only telecasts of the “Game of the Day” or 
regional contests will be permitted. Which means, of course, that 
the door remains closed on telecasts of sellout games in the local 
area, such as Tech and Georgia. } 

There were no regional telecasts in the SEC last year. “We 
don’t frown on regional telecasts,” Moore explained, “provided 
suitable sponsors are available.” In the past advertisers haven't 
been willing to meet the SEC price. 

Though most members favored Florida’s proposal to give 
scholarships only to athletes in the upper two-thirds of their high 
school class, the conference did not adopt it. Officials said it 
would be too difficult to obtain records from high schols, since 
many schools don’t keep such records. Several minor proposals 
were vetoed, and the major issue of five-year men (holdouts) 
wasn’t on the official docket. 

Host Bear Bryant injected a bit of humor in Friday’s session 
when he forgot he had returned to Alabama. Coaches introduce 
themselves and when Bryant stood up, he said, “‘Bear Bryant, 
Texas A&M.” Fellow coaches roared, but the Bear didn’t reatize 
what he had said. 

Later Gen. Neyland, who once played at Texas A&M, told 
Bryant: “You can get the man out of Aggieland, but you can’t 
get the Aggie out of the man.”

IN ATLANTA CHURCHES: Big Evangelism Year Planned 


By KAY McLEOD 

Georgia Baptists, Georgia Meth- 
odists and Atlanta Presbyterians 
are laying plans this month for 
three programs aimed at making 
1958 the biggest evangelistic year 
in their histories. 

The Baptists have just com- 
pleted a statewide survey calling 
for the establishment of 828 new 
churches and missions. 

The Methodists are completing 
plans for a mass evangelistic pro- 
gram that will involve every 
church and preacher in the state 
with the aim of adding 21,000 new 
members. 

Under the Presbyterian pro- 
gram, Atlanta churches of the 
U.S. (Southern), U.S.A. (North- 
ern) and Associated Reformed 
groups will join efforts in a mass 
visitation program aimed at stim- 
ulating the ‘‘evangelistic organi- 
zation and zeal of each individual 
church.”’ 


30,000 NEW STATIONS 

The survey by the Georgia Bap- 
tist Convention is a part of a 
Southern Baptist Convention pro- 
gram to establish 30,000 new 
preaching stations by 1964, the 
150th anniversary of organized 


tion to complete this survey. 
The survey has been called the 
most thorough census of Georgia 


Associational missionaries and 
associational evangelistic workers 
have been combing every Geor- 
gia city and rural community 
talking to people and making re- 
ports on the church needs of each 
area. As a result, Dr. R. T. Rus- 
sell, executive secretary of the 
department of evangelism of the 


Georgia Baptist Convention, re- 
ports there are 8,563 churches of 
all denominations in Georgia. Of 
these, 2,864 are associated with 
the Georgia Baptist Convention: 
584 are Baptist churches with no 
affiliation, and 1,931 are Negro 
Baptist churches.

East Point, College Park and 
Hapeville. This is the largest goal 
of any association in the state. 

The Columbus association will 
have 11 new churches and one 
new mission as a goal; Augusta 
will seek to establish nine 
churches and three missions; 
Floyd County (Rome) needs 10 
churches and one mission; Savan- 
nah’s goal is 10 churches and two 
missions, and Valdosta wants six 
churches and two missions. 

To finance the new churches, 
the evangelism department seeks 
to find already established 
churches that will sponsor the 
new congregations. 

Eventually most of the missions 
will become churches and the new 
churches will assume full self

GOALS FOR BAPTISM 


As a result of this program to 
establish new churches Georgia 
Baptists hope to baptize 40,000 
pérsons in 1958 and 50,000 in 1959. 
Baptisms during 1957 totaled 33,- 
023. 

Georgia Methodists will be 
“Telling Georgia About Christ” 
in a mass revival program during 
March. 


During the second week of 
March, every church in south 
Georgia will hold a five-day re- 
vival. Ministers from the North 
Georgia Conference will visit the 
pulpits of south Georgia. 

Then on March 23-28 the pro- 
cedure will be reversed and ev- 
ery church in north Georgia will 
host a Southern pastor in a five- 
day revival. 


Goal of the Methodist mission 
campaign is 21,000 new members, 
50 per cent more than the 1956-57 
church year. 


The messages at all of these 
revivals will be centéred about 
the Gospel of St. John. Fifty 
thousand copies of this book have 
been purchased and will be dis- 
tributed throughout the state.

In preparation for the March 
mass revival, community surveys 
are being conducted throughout 
the state to inform Georgians of 
the. program. 


Feb. 23-28 has been set aside 
“Lay Visitation Evangelism” 
week. After a period of train- 
ing, laymen will visit the homes 
of their communities, inviting 
others to meetings. 


As instruction and preparation 
for the program, Dr. Harry Den- 
man, executive secretary of the 
general board of evangelism of 
the church, told some 800 Atlan- 
tans this week: 


“Jesus did not go out to seek 
the self-righteous. He went out 
to find the unsaved, the neg- 
lected. Some pastors and laymen 
these days just visit people who 
visit their churches, but never 
visit those who never come to 
church. 


“You must go out and find 
them if you want to bring more 
people to Christ. . . . If you do 
this, you will have a great re- 
vival,” 


PRESBYTERIAN VISITATION 


Some 52 Atlanta area Presby- 
terian churches will send out 5,000 
church members March 24, 25 and 
26 to visit 25,000 prospects. 

The “Atlanta Presbyterian Won 
to Win Campaign” will get under 
way March 23 with an inspira- 
tional service at Central Presby- 
terian Church. Dr. William Kadel, 
pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church of Orlando, will speak. 
Some 1,000 persons are expected 
to attend. 

The prospect lists are being 
compiled by individual churches. 
Communicant classes are being 
scheduled for before and after 
visitations. 

The significance of ‘‘Won to 
Win,” according to the Rev. John 
Sadler, pastor of the Kirkwood 
Presbyterian Church, is ‘Each 
person who is won to Christ will 
go out to win someone else.” 

The entire campaign is being 
directed by Dr. Cecil Thompson 
of Columbia ‘Theological Sem- 
inary in Decatur. 

Such a plan was last used by 
Atlanta Presbyterians about 10 
years ago.

Dr. Taussig Explains Theory She Helped Open New Field

‘Blue Baby’ Pioneer at Forum Here 
Was Called a ‘Medical Radical’ 


By ELIZABETH MORGAN 


Dr. Helen B. Taussig put to- 
gether her head and heart te 
help blue babies. 

From 1942-44 the bright pedia- 
trician at Johns Hopkins pro- 
vided the theory and clinical ob- 
servation that inspired a native 
Georgian to develop the heart 
operation for blue babies. 

Such youngsters are born with 
a heart defect (congenital mal- 
formation) that steers blood 
away from the lungs. Thus the 
blood does not get enough oxy- 
gen and the babies turn blue, or 
cyanotic. 

FROM JONESBORO 


She and Dr. Alfred Blalock, 
formerly of Jonesboro and now 
head of surgery at Hopkins, pio- 
neered the technique that has 
brought active life to many chil- 
dren. 

In those days, laughed tall, 
sparkling Dr. Taussig, the two 
physicians were called medical 
radicals. Two Boston doctors 
had begun major heart surgery 
in 1939, and the Hopkins team 
was probing a delicate, un- 
known field. 

“Now,” Dr. Taussig’s face 
lighted up, “I’m:very much the 
conservative.

the ones that get along

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pretty well without surgery 
should be left alone.”’ 

“You see,” she continued in 
her distinctive Eastern accent, 
“I lived in the days before 
cardiac surgery and saw that 
many children get along well 
under amazing difficulties. 

“T weigh carefully the long- 
term success of operation 
against the life expectancy 
without it.” 

The researchers had proceed- 
ed cautiously, of course, in de- 
veloping the operation. Dr. Bla- 
lock spent two years in the 
laboratory working out the de- 
tails of the procedure. 

Dr. Taussig is associate pro- 
fessor of pediatrics and direc- 
tor of the children’s heart 
clinic at the famous medical 
center in Baltimore, Md. She 
is taking. part in the physicians’ 
cardiology course being pre- 


sented by Emory and the new 
Grady Hospital here Friday and 
Saturday. Author of a book on 
congenital malformations of 
the heart, she discussed this 
specialty at the conference. 


As daughter of the late Frank 
William Taussig, professor of 
economics at Harvard for more 
than 50 years, Dr. Taussig has 
lived all her life in a teaching 
atmosphere. With the anima- 
tion that characterizes this en- 
ergetic doctor, she commented, 
‘A great atmosphere to be in. 
My father was far more distin- 
guished in his field than I am 
in mine.” 

Medicine, for her, was ‘‘no 
overnight inspiration.” She 
gradually got interested, en- 
tered Radcliffe College and fin- 
ished her premedical work at 
the University of California. 

The California venture meant 


exploration for the Cambridge 
native. ... “I thought it was 
time I went elsewhere,’ she 
explained. In 1927 she received 
an M.D. degree from Hopkins, 
where she has worked since. 

Pediatrics, she explained, was 
a natural field for women in 
medicine. And one of her early 
mentors whetted her interest 
in the heart by handing her a 
model and saying, “Here, it 
won't do you any harm to get 
interested in one of the larger 
organs of the body.” 


TROUBLE, RISK 

She explained her work this 
wav: “‘My business is to de- 
termine the trouble of a child, 
what operation would help 
him, what risk is involved in 
surgery, how he would get 
along without it—all the things 
that help parents decide what 
to do. I also see adults with 
cardiac difficulty.”’ 

How does the practice of med- 
icine give Dr. Taussig such en- 
thusiasm and dedication? She 
discussed what she likes about 
her work, “I like a great deal 
of it—the challenge of being 
able to help people, teaching, 
anything that is constantly 
opening up a field. I am learn- 
ing more all the time.”
